Amazon Payments and US-only

We get a lot of questions on two related topics: why you need a US bank account and address 
to start a Kickstarter project, and why Kickstarter uses Amazon Payments to process credit 
cards instead of PayPal or someone else. Both are meaty subjects, so let’s dig in. 

As you know, every Kickstarter project has a funding goal and deadline, both of which are 
determined by the project creator. When that deadline is reached, one of two things happens: 

1. If the project has met or exceeded its funding goal, all backers’ credit cards are instantly 
charged and funds go directly to the project creator. 

2. If the project has not met its funding goal, all pledges are immediately canceled. And that’s it. 

Amazon Payments is the only processor that currently supports these requirements, and 
currently Amazon Payments does not support non-US recipients — meaning that you need a 
US bank account and address to launch a project on Kickstarter. (You can pledge to projects 
from anywhere — it’s only project creation that’s limited.) Many of us have been using PayPal 
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for so long we assume that it can support any process, but it can’t. (We’re keeping a close eye 
on PayPal’s new Adaptive Payments service which hopes to support these types of transactions 
for non-US residents.) 

Allowing international project creators is our #1 feature request, and we hear it loud and clear. 
We promise we’re working on it.

Easy solution: Keep Amazon Payments, add in a second option: 

Step 1: Design a widget for Kickstarter to authorize a credit card for the backing amount. If project 
succeeds, card is charged. If project fails, authorization is cancelled. This is not a huge thing to 
do, as there are a plethora of options similar to this out there already, never mind the option of 
getting one of their own programmers to do it. 

Step 2: Kickstarter would collect the funds and make a payment via PayPal to the registered user 
for the amount collected, minus their fee. This involves some further accounting and creating a 
PayPal account. 

While both of these cost some extra $$, Kickstarter can easily cover the cost by increasing their 
commission on successful projects. After all, we're talking THE REST OF THE WORLD here. 
Kickstarter is by far the biggest and best of these kinds of sites and to think that another 6.5 
BILLION people wouldn't increase it's profit margin is just silly. 

In my humble opinion, the idea that Kickstarter is actually "working on it" is naive. No company 
can spend 2 years (the time I've been following...) and still not have a solution. In addition, the 
above explanation is terrible. All it tells me is that they are watching PayPal. No analysis of other 
options (Google Checkout), no explanation of higher costs, no indication of whether Amazon 
Payments and PayPal are even mutually exclusive or not. This is not indicative of honesty.
